Mum's plea to health chiefs over ‘midwife-led’ maternity unit 

'HORTON TEAM 
SAVED MY LIFE’

A NEW mum whose life was saved 
during a traumatic birth at the 
Horton Hospital has implored 
health bosses not to proceed with 
“reckless” maternity cuts. 

Sophie Hammond tore a major blood 
vessel while giving birth to her daugh¬ 
ter Clementine last September and was 
stitched up by teams at the Banbury 
hospital. 

Now the 30-year-old has called on Ox¬ 
ford University Hospitals NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust not to allow the maternity 
unit to become midwife-led. 

The proposals put forward by OUH 
would see no specialists based at the 
hospital meaning anyone experiencing 
difficulties during pregnancy would 
have to go elsewhere. 

Mrs Hammond said: “It is unthink¬ 
able nonsense to downgrade services 
which surely need augmenting instead. 

“The aftermath of my daughter’s 
birth was a very traumatic and difficult 
time for us, but it was made more bear¬ 
able by being looked after by a brilliant 
team.” 

After her birth Mrs Hammond, from 
Bodicote, lost two litres of blood in 
about five minutes and was rushed into 
the operating theatre “within seconds” 
by doctors. 

She said: “One of the consultants who 
looked after me told me that if it hadn’t 
been for the swift action of the team on 
duty, he would dread to think what the 
outcome would have been. 

“It is a sobering thought that I’m only 
alive today because of the presence of 
expert, skilled professionals. 

“A retired Horton nurse I used to 
know colleagues referred to the ambu¬ 
lance journey from Banbury to the JR 
as ‘the death run’. 

“How can we consider ourselves a 
civilised society if we are taking back¬ 
wards steps in the safe delivery of ba¬ 
bies?” 

In late July the trust confirmed it had 
been trying unsuccessfully since April 
and May to fill five vacant obstetric 
posts, and could have just three out of 
eight middle-grade doctors in obstetrics 
by the end of September.

Last year about 1,500 babies were born 
at the Horton. 

Its current contingency plan involves 
operating temporarily as a midwife-led 
unit, with “high-risk” women taken to 
the John Radcliffe to give birth. 

But Mrs Hammond, a church build¬ 
ings officer for the Diocese of Oxford, 
said: “Surely the most logical, low-im¬ 
pact solution would be to rotate staff 
between the JR and the Horton. 

“The conclusion I have come to is that 
there is no reason the hospital couldn’t 
be a fully-staffed, well-regarded train¬ 
ing facility if the trust so wished it. 

“The message needs to get out to the r 
general public, the stakeholders of the 
NHS, that their NHS is being insidi¬ 
ously dismantled right under their 
noses.” 

At the start of this month hundreds 
of people, including new and expect¬ 
ant mothers and Victoria Prentis MP, 
gathered in front of the Horton to pro¬ 
test against the plans. 

Work has begun at the John Rad¬ 
cliffe to prepare for the possibility of 
extra beds being needed at the Wom¬ 
en’s Centre. 

The trust said its “long-standing 


problems” in running an obstetric-led 
maternity unit were partly due to ob¬ 
stetric training being withdrawn in 
2013 by the Royal College of Obstetri¬ 
cians and Gynaecologists, which was 
due to the low numbers of births at the 
Horton. 

Paul Brennan, director of clinical ser¬ 
vices at OUH, said the trust had been 
“working very hard” to attract new ap¬ 
plicants and fill the roles. 

He said: “We have got a good offer 
for doctors who want a role that offers 
some responsibility and also variety, 
and we are continuing to advertise.”

Council backs plans 
for 1,000 new homes 


Application approved despite 
opposition but secretary of 
state will make final ruling

PLANS for more than 1,000 homes 
to be built near Salt Way in Ban¬ 
bury are one step closer after coun¬ 
cillors gave their approval despite 
opposition. 

The development - some which will 
be examined by central Government 
- could see 1,280 homes, a primary 
school, sports fields, a community cen¬ 
tre and shops built off Bloxham Road. 

Cherwell District Council planning 
committee paved the way for the de¬ 
velopment as it approved the plans put 
forward by Gallagher Estates and Glad- 
man Developments Ltd. 

The decision to approve 1,000 of the 
homes will now be put to the Secretary 
of State to make the final decision af¬ 
ter a third party questioned the plans 
when they were originally submitted. 

If it is found the proposal contradicts 
planning law it could still be rejected. 

But lead member for planning Colin 
Clarke said in the local plan, which out¬ 
lines future development for the area, 
the land has already been set aside for 
housing so it was the job of the council

to make sure it was suitable. He added: 
“Each year we are tasked with deliv¬ 
ering a minimum number of homes 
across the district as per Government 
targets; that figure is fixed and can’t 
be changed which means we have some 
tough decisions to make. 

“If we don’t meet the target on sites 
which we think are most suitable the 
Government will approve sites on ap¬ 
peal which could lead to speculative 
development and additional costs to the 
council. 


“This site is included for housing pro¬ 
vision in Cherwell’s adopted local plan 
so any discussions as to how suitable 
the site is for development have already 
taken place and been agreed. 

“In making our decision we were not 
debating if this area should be devel¬ 
oped, as that has already been decided. 

“What we had to do was determine if 
the plans put forward by the developer 
coincided with our vision for the site as 
per the Local Plan. In this instance, we 
agreed that they did and that is why we 
have recommended the application for 
approval.” 

The housing plans were put to coun¬ 
cillors as two applications. One was 
approved for 280 homes to be built on 
land west of Bodicote Cricket Club and 
another for 1,000 homes, the school and 
community centre built on 52 hectares 
of land adjoining West Way. 

Both developers will take on responsi¬ 
bility of building a spine road off a new 
junction with White Post Road. 

Councillor Chris Heath said: “It is 
worrying that the link road would not 
be put in first, it would create a com¬ 
plete knot of traffic. 

“There has not been enough forward 
planning and there are no dates of 
when any of this will happen.” 

The Secretary of State will look at the 
plans over the next few months and can 
choose to approve or reject plans, or put 
the decision back to the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee.

A POCKET guide which 
lists the support and ser¬ 
vices available to rough 
sleepers in North Oxford¬ 
shire has had more than 
250 copies distributed 
since it was printed. 

The free 40-page publica¬ 
tion contains information 
for partner agencies, support 
centres and homeless people. 

It includes emergency ac¬ 
commodation options, ad¬ 
vice and support available 
within the community, ad¬ 
diction services, food and 
long-term housing options.

The guide has been put to¬ 
gether by Cherwell District 
Council as part of its ongo¬ 
ing aim to reduce the num¬ 
ber of people sleeping rough. 

The council’s lead mem¬ 
ber for housing, John Don¬ 
aldson, said: “Although the 
numbers of rough sleepers 


in Cherwell is very low, we 
need to ensure any and all 
cases receive the maximum 
amount of support to get 
them off the streets and on 
the road to a brighter future. 

“This guide provides all of 
the key and relevant infor¬ 
mation that people will need 
to help them on that path in a 
handy booklet that fits in the 
pocket. 

“Since the introduction we 
have handed out more than 
250 copies to partner agen¬ 
cies and support centres who 
have direct contact to people 
who are, or who are at risk of 
becoming, homeless. 

“Not only does this help 
us to promote the services 
available more easily across 
a wider area but it provides a 
single point of reference that 
people can refer to at their 
own convenience.” 

Since being produced in 


June, the guide has been 
given to council officers who 
either work with or have 
the potential to engage with 
rough sleepers, so they can 
pass on the information. 

It has also been shared 
with partner organisations 
including Thames Valley Po¬ 
lice, the Beacon Centre and 
the Salvation Army branch¬ 
es in Banbury and Bicester.

Concerns as sex abuse inquiry judge resigns 


THE Government needs to "get a grip" on 
the national inquiry into child sexual 
abuse after the latest judge in charge of it 
quit, councillors have said. 

Ian Hudspeth, leader of Oxfordshire 
County Council, raised concerns that Dame 
Lowell Goddard's departure from the 
investigation would mean lessons learnt in 
Oxford from Operation Bullfinch would 


not be shared with the rest of the country. 

The landmark operation by police and 
social services uncovered the rape and 
abuse of six young girls by seven men in 
an organised gang, an area the inquiry is 
expected to look at. 

Dame Lowell Goddard is the third person 
to resign as head of the wide-ranging 
inquiry, which was set up amid claims of 


an establishment cover-up following 
allegations a paedophile ring operated in 
Westminster in the 1980s. 

Andrew Gant, chairman of Oxford City 
Council's scrutiny committee, said: "The 
problem with an inquiry like this is it deals 
with things that happened years ago. The 
Government needs to get a grip on this as 
soon as possible."

Group claims banning 
activities would squeeze 
character out of towns

TWO controversial ban¬ 
ning orders proposed in Ox¬ 
fordshire have been named 
among the worst in the coun¬ 
try by a civil liberties group. 

The Manifesto Club warned 
the ‘public spaces protection or¬ 
ders’ or PSPOs - proposed in Ox¬ 
ford and Banbury - were among 
several set to create “bizarre 
new criminal offences”. 

The rules are underpinned by 
laws introduced by the Govern¬ 
ment in October 2014, which al¬ 
low councils to ban activities 
they say have a “detrimental ef¬ 
fect” on public life. 

Oxford City Council’s plan to 
ban excessive noise, smoke and 
unauthorised mooring of boats 
from the city’s waterways was 
singled out in a list of 20, along 
with Cherwell District Council’s 
proposal to ban drunkenness, 
sleeping rough and begging 
from Banbury. 


But the London-based Manifes¬ 
to Club - which has previously 
campaigned on leafleting bans, 
dispersal powers and ID checks 
- branded the PSPOs a “busy- 
bodies’ charter” and called for 
them to scrapped or dramati¬ 
cally scaled back. 

The group is encouraging peo¬ 
ple to protest against PSPOs 
across the country this weekend. 

Criticising the Oxford order, 
which could also restrict the 
number of dogs people are al¬ 
lowed to walk at once, it added: 
“The waterways of Oxford are 
hardly a den of criminal iniq¬ 
uity - they are calm, pleasant, 
albeit a little ramshackle, which 
is nice. 

“These are spaces people live 
in: they set up tables next to 
their boats, drink alcohol on 
their boats in the evening, heat 
the boats with wood stoves, in 
one case selling quality cheeses 
from a boat window. 

“Some of these may be moored 
illegally, which as one boater ex¬ 
plained is because there are not 
sufficient mooring sites. 

“But rather than provide more 
mooring sites, the council intro¬ 
duces a new order to allow them 
to move people on at a stroke. 

“The measure will be very suc¬ 


cessful at squeezing elements of 
character and spontaneity out 
of city life.” 

The waterways PSPO in Ox¬ 
ford would cover the River 
Thames, the Cherwell and Ox¬ 
ford Canal, banning people from 
mooring boats at riverbanks 
without the landowner’s permis¬ 
sion, obstructing paths or the 
waterways, putting up struc¬ 
tures or leaving rubbish and fail¬ 
ing to control dogs. 

A group has also been formed 
by local boaters to fight the new 
proposed rule, called PSPnO, 
who say the order would crimi¬ 
nalise “normal and necessary 
boating activities”. 

In an address to councillors 
last month at a meeting in Ox¬ 
ford Town Hall, spokeswoman 
Sharyn Hyde said the order was 
“short-sighted, unworkable and 
likely to increase problems on 
Oxford’s waterways”. 

In a written response Dee Sin¬ 
clair, the executive board mem¬ 
ber for community safety, said: 
“I found our meeting with the 
PSPNo group very useful and 
constructive. I want to look at al¬ 
ternative solutions thoroughly 
and will review the position in 
six months, before any wider 
public consultation.” 


Independent school ‘meeting standards’ 


AN INDEPENDENT school in 
Banbury has been found to be 
meeting standards in all areas 
following a visit from inspectors. 

The Independent Schools 
Inspectorate found Carrdus School 
was meeting standards relating to 
quality of education as well as 
spiritual, moral, social and cultural 
development of pupils. 

Staff also met standards for the 
welfare, health and safety of 


pupils and the premises and 
accommodation at the school, as 
well as other areas. 

The inspection team, led by Paul 
Spillane, observed a small sample 
of lessons and conducted formal 
interviews with pupils as well as 
examining samples of their work. 

They also held discussions with 
teachers, senior members of staff 
and with the chairman of the 
board of governors. They 


observed a sample of the extra¬ 
curricular activities that occurred 
during the inspection period and 
attended registration sessions and 
assemblies. The school was last 
subject to a full inspection in 2010. 

It was founded in 1952 and 
moved to its current site at 
Overthorpe Hall in 1970. 

The school caters for youngsters 
from nursery until the end of year 
six and has 110 pupils on its roll.

This 
enabled us to to extinguish the fire 
and use the air-handling equipment 
built into the premises to remove 
the smoke." 

Station manager David Bray said 
the incident highlighted the 
importance of having a well-drilled 
team of crew members. 


He added: "The night shift at 
these premises did everything we 
would expect of them. Establishing 
that the fire was too big for them 
to bring under control themselves, 
they called 999, gave clear and 
concise information and ensured 
full evacuation of the staff." 

No-one was injured.

Independent trust could 
take on county museum 



The Oxfordshire Museum in Woodstock 


Review into future of 
attraction looks at new 
ways to organise service

THE Oxfordshire Museum 
could be run by an independ¬ 
ent trust after councillors 
launched a review of its fu¬ 
ture. 

The review will look at new ways 
for Oxfordshire County Council 
to fund and organise the museum 
service, using £76,050 awarded to it 
by the Arts Council recently. 

It came as Ed Vaizey, the former 
Culture Minister, called for the 
county’s museums to be run at “an 
arm’s length” so they would no 
longer be “tied up in council bu¬ 
reaucracy”. 

The Wantage MP said: “A mu¬ 
seum is a visitor attraction that 
should be run by someone who 
knows what they’re doing, in 
terms of attracting the public 
and giving them what they want, 
and should not be getting second- 
guessed by council officers. 

“All over the country, I saw mu¬ 
seums that want to be more fleet 
of foot get tied up in council bu¬ 
reaucracy and waiting for deci¬ 


sions that are overlaid with local 
politics. 

“That is completely ridiculous, 
so I would encourage Oxfordshire 
to put its museums service into a 
trust at arm’s-length.” 

The museum service celebrates 
its 50th anniversary this year. 

As well as the county museum 
in Woodstock, it also runs a stor¬ 
age centre in Standlake, Bishop’s 
Palace in Witney and Swalcliffe 


Barn near Banbury. The museum 
in Woodstock hosts some of the 
county’s most important artefacts, 
including a rare Iron Age mirror 
found in Didcot. 

Lorraine Lindsay-Gale, the coun¬ 
ty council’s cabinet member for 
culture and property, said the re¬ 
view could consider “all options”. 

She added: “What we hope this 
review will do is develop the ser¬ 
vice so that it will be in fit shape 


for the next 50 years. Spinning out 
museums to trusts is one option we 
will be looking at, it is something 
we have previously done with Cog- 
ges Manor Farm in Witney. 

“At the moment we are very 
open-minded.” 

Mrs Lindsay-Gale said there was 
also a need to address issues in 
Standlake, where the storage facil¬ 
ity is expected to be full within the 
next 18 months. 

This was due to the large num¬ 
ber of new developments in the 
county resulting in archaeological 
surveys, she added. 

The councillor said: “Oxford¬ 
shire is a historic county with 
wonderful artefacts and stories to 
tell and one thing we want to do is 
make sure more of them are avail¬ 
able for the public to see. 

“If things are found and excavat¬ 
ed they eventually end up with us, 
but we are running out of space 
at Standlake, so we either need to 
look at expanding that facility or 
try to disseminate more of what 
we have to other museums across 
the county. We want to get more of 
our history out there where people 
can see it.” 

Talks were ongoing with Oxford 
City Council about displaying 
more artefacts at the City of Ox¬ 
ford Museum, she said. Libraries 
could also host more displays.

Gannett Foundation has

SINCE the Gannett Founda¬ 
tion began ploughing money 
into good causes across Oxford¬ 
shire at the end of the 1990s 
thousands of lives have been 
changed for the better. 

Once again applications have 
opened for slices of funding up to 
£10,000 each which are being given 
away to good causes by the Banbury 
Cake’s parent company Gannett 
Media. 

As charities across the county are 
urged to submit their cases we take 
a closer look at some of the best suc¬ 
cess stories as a result of the annual 
scheme. 

■ In December 2012, the Gannett 
Foundation awarded Oxford char¬ 
ity Yellow Submarine a grant of 
£10,800 to open a cafe in Park End 
Street. 

The charity - which has offered 
trips and activities to people with 
learning disabilities since it was 
founded in 2009 - wanted to open 
the cafe to offer young adults with 
learning disabilities a place to work 
or gain work experience. 

Just over three years after it 
opened in April 2013 the cafe now 
employs 12 young adults and is the 
number one rated coffee shop in Ox¬ 
ford on website Trip Advisor. 


Head of finance and compliance 
at the charity, Kate Sankey said: 
“We are so grateful to the Gannett 
Foundation, the grant helped us get 
off the ground and kick start the 
cafe which has grown and grown 
ever since. 

■ Oxtalk is a charity providing a 


“talking newspaper” for more than 
100 blind and visually impaired peo¬ 
ple across Oxfordshire each week. 

The group dates back to 1979 and 
has been awarded funding from the 
Gannett Foundation both in 2003, 
when it received £2,500, and in 2013, 
when it was given a grant of £3,000. 

Chairman Margaret Simpson 


said: “A few years back we needed to 
buy all new equipment as we were 
moving from the Radio Cherwell 
recording studio to the Oxfordshire 
Association for the Blind. 

“Without that money from Gan¬ 
nett I am not certain how we 
would have managed as we previ¬ 
ously, very gratefully, relied on the 



recording studio.” 

Despite the cash, Oxtalk is always 
on the hunt for new members to 
join the team in a number of roles, 
including technical officers who 
would be provided training. 

Ms Simpson added: “We are al¬ 
ways looking for volunteers. 

“Members are growing and we 
have been around for 37 years - 
we would like to be around for 37 
more.”

DO YOU believe in dragons? You 
certainly will by the conclusion 
of David Lowery’s charming 
fantasy adventure, which 
reworks the beloved 1977 Disney 
musical of the same title as a 
rip-roaring story of devotion 
between an orphaned boy and 
his mythical protector. 

State-of-the-art special effects 
magically bring to life the titular 
behemoth - a gargantuan fluffy 
green beast, whose inquisitive 
and playful demeanour suggests 
it might be the love child of 
Sulley from Monsters, Inc and 
Falkor the luckdragon in The 
Neverending Story. 

Lowery’s film possesses a 
similar sense of wonder as those 
two family favourites, 
underscored with life lessons 
about the self-sacrifice that 
springs naturally from an 
enduring friendship. 

The lean script, co-written by 
the director and Toby 
Halbrooks, is punctuated with 
thrilling action sequences and 
doesn’t saturate the screen with 
mawkish sentimentality. 

A little boy called Pete (Levi 
Alexander) is orphaned in a 
road accident and left to fend for 
himself in the forest that buffers 
the community of Millhaven. 

The helpless and tearful child 
is rescued from a pack of 
hungry wolves by a green 
dragon, which the boy names 
Elliott after a character in his 
picture book. 

For six years, Pete (now played 
by Oakes Fegley) and Elliott 
grow up side-by-side beneath the 
forest’s lush canopy until a 
logging operation led by lumber 
mill owner Jack Meacham (Wes 
Bentley) and his brother Gavin 
(Karl Urban) disturbs the peace. 

Jack’s wife Grace (Bryce 
Dallas Howard), who is a forest 
ranger, discovers Pete living 


wild and spirits him back to 
civilisation. 

The orphan bonds with 
her daughter Natalie 
(Oona Laurence) and 
father (Robert Redford), 
who claims to have 
seen a dragon many 
years ago. 

However, the ranger 
cannot believe in the 
existence of mythical 
beasts, even when 
Pete draws a crayon 
picture of his best 
friend. 

Pete’s Dragon casts a 
heady spell by combining 
solid, old-fashioned 
storytelling with dazzling 
visuals. The delightful bond 
between boy and beast is 
lovingly sketched, so when they 
are separated, every fibre of our 
being roots for a rousing 
reunion. 

Digital trickery melds 
seamlessly with live action, and 
terrific performances from the 
human cast are anchored by 
relative newcomer Fegley, 
whose expressive eyes reflect his 
pint-sized hero’s aching loss.

The Shallows thrashes about 
in the wake of Jaws and its 
B-movie imitators, heightening 
tension by focusing on the 
efforts of one character to evade 
a voracious fish drawn into a 
beautiful Mexican bay 

This less-is-more approach 
adopted by screenwriter 
Anthony Jaswinski delivers 
plentiful edge-of-seat scares and 
affords the film some 
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Harry Potter And The Cursed Child: 
Parts One And Two Script Book 
by JK Rowling, John Tiffany 
and Jack Thorne is published 
in hardback by Little, Brown, 
priced £20 (ebook £9.99) 
ALMOST exactly five years since 
that tantalising glimpse of a grown¬ 
up Harry, Hermione and Ron at 
the end of Harry Potter And The 
Deathly Hallows: Part 2 - the final 
film adaptation of JK Rowling's 
seven books - the eighth story has 
already become the UK's biggest 
print book in a decade. Set 19 years 
on, the script book of the West 
End play Harry Potter And The 
Cursed Child (which premiered on 
July 30) is a refreshing 330 pages 
long (compared to Deathly Hallows 
600+), and can be devoured in 
one sitting. After a while, you 
stop noticing you're just reading 
dialogue and the names of the 
characters, and the stage directions 
are so intense ("their minds in 
Hell"), they help conjure each 


scene. Like her female heroine, 
Rowling has teamed up with two 
guys - playwright Jack Thorne and 
director John Tiffany - to revisit her 
wizarding world in a new medium 
and it works. 

Harry is struggling with fatherhood 
- his third child, Albus Severus 
(named for Dumbledore and 
Snape) is starting at Hogwarts and 
struggling to live up to his father's 
name. 

He befriends Harry's erstwhile 
enemy Draco Malfoy's son 
Scorpius (just a really nice guy) 
and convinces him they 'somehow' 
should save a key Hogwarts student 
who died in the past. And that's all 
the plot you're getting... 

Lie With Me by Sabine Durrant 
is published in hardback by

SABINE Durrant is the former 
assistant editor of The Guardian 
who has turned her hand to writing 
brilliantly creepy, psychological 


thrillers. With dark tales like Gone 
Girl being all the rage. Lie With Me 
has the makings of another best 
seller. That is, dislikeable characters, 
dysfunctional families, an unreliable 
narrator, and a claustrophobic 
world you just can't tear yourself 
away from. This clever tale leaves 
you feeling disturbed, shocked and 
questioning the classic ideas of 
good and evil; which of course is 
the sign of a fantastic read. 
Augustown by Kei Miller is 
published in hardback by 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, priced 
£14.99 (ebook £6.99) 

KEI Miller's third novel invites us to 
Jamaica in 1982, to a poor suburb 
of Kingston called Augustown - 
which, the 2014 Forward poetry 
prize-winner assures in the preface, 
is a fictionalised version of the real 
August Town. 

It's a brilliant, textured read that 
has the horrifying inevitability of 
a classical tragedy - but you can't 
stop before the end.

Land shortage is blamed 
for house building crisis 


ONE in three people blame housing 
shortages on a lack of available land 
to build on, new research shows. 

The findings came from a survey of 
2,000 people commissioned by house 
builder Linden Homes, which is 
behind the Hawkswood development 
in north Oxfordshire. 

Almost a quarter of those 
questioned also blamed delays in the 
planning system

But although so many respondents 
said the property shortage was due to 
a ‘lack of building land’, less than 
half said they’d be willing to have 
new homes built in their home town, 
village or city. 

Shelley West, of Linden Homes 
Thames Valley, said: “The housing 


shortage is an issue that is very real 
for us and as a leading housebuilder 
we want to ensure that we are 
helping plug that gap in delivering 
much needed new homes. 

“Proposals are often rejected based 
on the community’s perception, so 
it’s interesting to see the kick-hack 
from those surveyed regarding 
building in their own backyard. 

She added: “With less than half of 


the people willing to see that happen 
- that does highlight a challenge we 
are faced with as an industry.” 

Despite schemes such as the 
government-backed Help to Buy, the 
vast majority of those asked believed 
it is still too hard for young people to 
get on to the property ladder. 

Ms West added: “Schemes likes 
Help to Buy have been brought in to 
help people in Oxfordshire get on or 


up the ladder and are there for the 
taking.” 

Hawkswood is part of the new 
Kingsmere complex in Bicester. 

Other Linden Homes developments 
around the county include Victory 
Fields near Burford, Beaumont 
Gardens at Sutton Courtenay and 
The Pitchings at Steventon.

Renault Megane makes sense 



Introduction 

By 2014, Renault’s third genera¬ 
tion Megane was getting a little 
old, having been old sale since 
2008. However, it still had two 
years to live, so the French brand 
gave the car one last update to 
last it through the final couple of 
years of its life in MK3 model 
guise. In this final form, this 
Gallic family hatchback was a 
smarter proposition - in more 
ways than one. If you’re shop¬ 
ping for something Focus or 
Astra-shaped in the used car 
family hatchback segment, it 
probably won’t be one of the first 
cars you’ll immediately think of 
but it still offers a very complete 
all-round package that’s difficult 
to ignore. 

The History 

When the final version of the 
third generation Renault 
Megane reached the company’s 
dealer showrooms early in 2014, 
it was in a period of turmoil for 
the French maker. The brand 
had gambled on a range of full- 
electric models and that outlay 
was taking a long while to pay 
off. Worse, the expenditure had 
forced the Gallic brand to com¬ 
promise its development budget 
a little, hence the fact that the 


third generation Megane, first 
introduced in 2008, had still to 
represent the company in 
Europe’s most important family 
hatchback buying segment. 

This model had already been 
heavily revised once, in 2012 
when it got fresh engine choices 
and a range of styling tweaks. In 
this later version, the looks were 
further tweaked and specifica¬ 
tions enhanced. The changes 
lasted the MK3 model through to 
the end of its life at the end of 
2015. 

What To Look For 

The Megane’s power plants 
have a good reliability record but 
customer satisfaction surveys 
show the Renault still has some 
way to go to approach the class 
best when it comes to reliability 
of electronics and servicing 
costs. The cabins look great 
when new but after surveying a 
few used examples, some of the 
dash materials can look a little 
scratched quite easily. As a 
result, it’ll help if you make sure 
the car you’re looking at is in 
perfect condition. Check for 
crash damage, make sure kids 
haven’t damaged the rear uphol¬ 
stery or seat backs and ensure 
that sunroofs, central locking 


and alarms all work. 

On The Road 

Detailed tweaks made to this 
MK3 model Megane in its later 
years included a revised front 
suspension/subframe arrange¬ 
ment to improve directional pre¬ 
cision and a rear suspension set¬ 
up tuned to produce a more 
responsive, agile ride, as well as 
offer improved cornering. 
Sportier-trimmed variants, like 
the GT Line version, claimed to 
take that a little further by using 
the same slightly stiffer set-up 
used in the three-door Megane 
Coupe. But none of it gives this 
car the Renaultsport feeling. Nor 
should it. Most buyers in this 
segment don’t want to drive on 
their door handles. 

The petrol unit of choice, the 
1.2-litre TCe, was available in 
two guises, the existing 115bhp 
manual model joined by a pokier 
130bhp variant that was only 
offered with the brand’s twin 
clutch EDC automatic gearbox. 
The 1.2 TCe was the first Renault 
petrol powerplant to use direct 
fuel injection and turbocharging 
to gain fuel-efficient perfor¬ 
mance. This was yet another 
example of engine down-sizing 
in this segment, following the 


success of Ford’s 1.0-litre Focus 
EcoBoost models. 

Ultimately though, for diesel¬ 
like pulling power, you really 
need a diesel and the vast majori¬ 
ty of MK3 model Megane cus¬ 
tomers tended to opt for this car 
in 1.5-litre form. The 1.5-litre dCi 
110 unit was Renault’s best-sell¬ 
ing global engine in this period 
and post-2014 model Megane cus¬ 
tomers who selected it could 
choose between two versions: a 
manual model with Stop & Start 
or an automatic EDC variant. 
Either way, a 20% increase in 
pulling power meant that there 
was at least 260Nm of torque on 
offer, enough to get you to 62mph 
in around 12s on the way to 
118mph. Should that not be suffi¬ 
cient in your five-door Megane 
Hatch or Sport Tourer estate, 
then one other key diesel choice 
remains - the impressive 1.6 dCi 
130 unit. This was one of the best 
diesels of the period and was a 
good choice for towers, with a 
useful 320Nm of torque meaning 
a sub-lOs rest to sixty time on the 
way to 124mph. 

Overall 

Renault’s third generation 
Megane is good value on the used 
car market - which could well 


mean that your budget might 
well stretch to one of the last 
post-2014 model variants we’ve 
been looking at here. If so, you’ll 
get yourself a well equipped 
comfort-orientated family hatch 
that offers a lot of car for the 
money It really is a very credible 
alternative to the usual Astra 
and Focus-class choices in the 
family hatchback segment. In 
the lower reaches of the range, 
driving comfort takes priority 
over driving dynamics, but that’s 
probably as it should be. Further 
up the line-up though, you can 
really feel a touch of 
Renaultsport magic in the way 
this car attacks a twisting road. 

Overall, this car is roomy, quiet, 
safe and pleasantly plush, even 
in entry-level form. In other 
words, a compact family five- 
door that ticks an awful lot of 
boxes. And one an awful lot of 
people we think, would rather 
enjoy owning....

New Car Launch Model Of The Week

Ford’s EcoSport is Eco friendly 



THE Ecosport, Ford’s smallest 
crossover model, has been im¬ 
proved with the addition of a pok¬ 
ier 140PS EcoBoost petrol engine 
at the top of the range. Jonathan 
Crouch reports 

Ten Second Review 

The Ford EcoSport uses tried and 
tested Fiesta mechanicals to offer 
buyers a front-wheel drive car with 
added ride height and chunky good 
looks. Now it’s got a pokier 1.0 
EcoBoost 140PS petrol engine at the 
top of the range, while more recent 
versions also boast a smarter inte¬ 
rior, cleaner engines and more 
equipment. It all sounds quite 
promising. 

Background 

Ford didn’t rush into bringing us 
a supermini-based Crossover 
model. Indeed, the market was 
awash with the things by the time 
the brand brought us its own take 
in this genre, the Fiesta-based 
EcoSport, in the Spring of 2014. 
Even so, there were signs that all 
was not quite right with the prod¬ 
uct planning. Early buyers ques¬ 
tioned the car’s refinement, its 
driving dynamics, its interior and 
the need to drive around with a 
huge great spare wheel hanging off 
the back of the tailgate. 

Fortunately though, Ford was lis¬ 
tening. 

So, the brand has been continual¬ 


ly moving to rejuvenate the car. 
Tweaks to the suspension have 
improved the ride plus there’s 
greater refinement, a smarter 
cabin and the option to do without 
the rear-mounted spare wheel. 

More recently, a pokier 140PS 1.0- 
litre EcoBoost petrol engine has 
been added in at the top of the ange. 
Otherwise though, this car is much 
as before, with chunky looks that 
offer up a bit of Amazonian atti¬ 
tude, even if in truth, this car is 
more CBeebies than SAS in its take 
on hostile streetlife. Let’s check it 
out. 

Driving Experience 

The EcoSport now gets a choice of 
four engines, three petrol units and 
one diesel. The 1.5-litre diesel now 
boasts 95PS, 22PS less than before. 
Most EcoSport buyers though, will 
continue to choose a petrol option, 
possibly the old 112PS 1.5 Ti-VCT 
unit but more probably Ford’s inno¬ 
vative 125PS 1.0-litre EcoBoost 
engine. It makes 0-62mph in 12.7s on 
the way to 112mph. If you want 
more performance, there’s also now 
a 140PS version of this unit in the 
top Titanium S derivative. 

On the road dynamics have 
improved since the original launch 
thanks to suspension retuning with 
revised rear twist beam suspension 
and more carefully considered 
spring and damper rates for chassis 
optimisation, plus a 10mm reduc¬ 


tion in ride height and optimised 
Electronic Stability Control and 
power steering systems. Crossovers 
of this kind need to drive as much 
like the superminis they’re based 
on as possible. From here on, the 
signs are that this one will. 

As before, there’s no 4x4 option, 
but you do get a great raised driv¬ 
ing position and a comprehensive 
package of driver assistance tech¬ 
nologies, including Electronic 
Stability Program and Hill Launch 
Assist. 

Design and Build 

The key visual change made to 
this car since its original launch is 
that you no longer have to have a 
huge great spare wheel pinned to 
the back window - though that 
option’s still available if you want 
it. It means that the car’s existing 
attributes come over with a more 
contemporary air. 

Inside, there’s a restyled instru¬ 
ment cluster with a chrome sur¬ 
round, a light dimming function, 
plus there are chrome tips for the 
window switches and the hand¬ 
brake lever’s easier to get at. Small 
changes to be sure, but they prom¬ 
ise to give the cabin more of a qual¬ 
ity feel. 

Market and Model 

There are three trim levels - 
‘Zetec’, ‘Titanium’ and ‘Titanium 
S’. Expect to pay from around 


£14,600 for entry-level petrol ver¬ 
sions of this car, with a £1,500 pre¬ 
mium if you want the Powershift 
automatic. The 1.5-litre diesel vari¬ 
ant starts from just over £16,000. 

You can also talk to your dealership 
about a sportier-looking ‘S’ variant 
that gets the pokier 1.0 EcoBoost 
140PS petrol engine, along with fea¬ 
tures like a black roof, mirror caps, 
17-inch alloy wheels, a rear diffuser 
and privacy glass. There’s are par¬ 
tial leather seats on Titanium mod¬ 
els and options include sat nav 
technology and a rear view camera. 

Cost of Ownership 

Economy and emissions aren’t too 
far off the vehicle this car is based 
upon, the Fiesta. There’s been some 
small controversy around the 1.0- 
litre EcoBoost engine not making 
anything like its claimed fuel econ¬ 
omy figures in real world condi¬ 
tions, but that can be said of many 
small capacity turbocharged petrol 
engines. It’s just a quirk of the 
NEDC fuel testing program. This 
125PS variant claims to manage 
52.3mpg on the combined cycle and 
125g/km of C02, while for the 
140PS model, the figures are 
52.3mpg and 125g/km. The base 1.5 
Ti-VCT engine delivers 44.8mpg and 
149g/km. Finally, there’s the 1.5 
TDCi diesel which manages 
64.2mpg and 115g/km. 

Summary 


In this guise, the Ford EcoSport 
looks a more promising prospect. 
It’s more of a crossover and less of 
a small SUV - which is what buyers 
seem to want. And, as before, its 
practical and decently equipped. 
Ride and refinement are now very 
good by class standards too - and 
the SYNC connectivity AppLink 
system is just brilliant. 

All these reasons will combine 
with the small Crossover segment’s 
current popularity to ensure that 
Ford will probably sell as many of 
these as they can import. My 
daughter, for example, would love 
one. It is, as ever, a case of giving 
the market what it wants.
